STANDARDS REVISED 


Word has been 
received 
that 
y oung men between the ages of 17 
and 23 1-2 y ears who are of good 
character and are unemploy ed and 
in need of employ ment are now elig­ 
ible for enrollment in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps notwithstanding 
the fact that their families are not 
in need of the customary allotment. 
The applicant will be req uired 
to 
supply the usual proof of age and, if 
indicated, citizenship and 
previous 
service in the Corps. He will also be 
req uired to bring a statement from 
the head of his family to the effect 
that the allotment of $ 22.00 is not 
needed by the family . Then he will 
q ualify on a “deposit” basis, which 
means that the amount of the allot-* 
ment will be deposited for the 
en- 
rollee until the end of the enlist­ 
ment period. 


However, applicants chosen from 
families in which the allotment 
is 
needed will be given priority . 
Al­ 
lotments from this latter group will 
continue to be sent to the depend­ 
ents. 


All y oung men interested in en­ 
rolling in CCC should contact 
the 
County W elfare W orker in the City 
Hall at once since there will be an 
enrollment in the early part of July .

the following be given publicity in, 
y our paper: 


The new appropriation bills did 
not relax Civil Service req uirements 
and conseq uently all 
persons 
who 
work for the Government in 
this 
program will be under Civil Service. 
Preference will be given 
those 
with Civil Service status who have 
worked in the so-called “emergency ” 
agencies, provided they have regis­ 
tered for the work and can show 
their Civil Service eligibility . 
The main needs of both the W ar 
and Navy Departments during 
the 
nex t y ear will not be for clerical 
help but will be for skilled employ ­ 
ees in the various arts, crafts and 
trades and their place of 
employ ­ 
ment will be in the field establish­ 
ments and not in Washington. 
The 
best way to find out about employ ­ 
ment possibilities is to apply to the 
commanding officer at the nearest 
W ar Department establishment, 
or 
to one of the two 
kinds 
of 
Civil 
Service Commission offices. 
The people in Tex as, interested in 
this employ ment, should contact the 
; Tenth District office of the Civii 
Service at the Old Custom 
House 
Building, New Orleans, Louisiana, or 
to the local Civil Service representa- 
! tive, who will be found among the 
Post Office employ ees in second or 
| first class offices. 
These men can 
give y ou the information or tell y ou 
whom y ou should contact. 
All persons interested in craft or 
trade positions or in 
skilled 
posi­ 
tions as laborers should register in 
: one of these district offices or 
at 
the nearest United States Employ ­ 
ment Office. 
Do not try to get 
a 
job in any of the government 
re­ 
arm am ent programs outside of y our 
own immediate territory until 
y ou 
have Civil Service status 
or 
have 
contacted or have been contacted by 
the United States Employ ment O f­ 
fice in regard to a position 
as 
it 
is felt best to use those nearest the 
job to serve, to prevent dislocation 
of persons from 
their home 
en­ 
vironment and too 
much 
floating 
around over the country . When the 
labor, skilled and craftsmanship, of 
any section is fully employ ed then 
others will be brought in from ad­ 
jacent territory . 
This information is 
given 
that 
our people may not go to unneces­ 
sary trouble and build hopes of sud­ 
den employ ment too q uickly . I shall 
be glad to give other information in 
regard to this program as it is avail­ 
able.
